PREPARING BIRDS FOR SALE. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
The secret of successtul fattening is to keep 

an edge on the birds’ appetites, by feed- 
ing only as much food as they will 
clear at each meal If they go off their 
feed, loss of condition is bound to follow. 
When not over-fed at any time they 
will eat heartily; bat during the last 
week allowance should be increased until 
they are given what they will clear up 
in 20 minutes. A suitable chicken may 
generally be expected to gain from 121b. 
to 2ib. in three weeks, this would make 
& considerable improvement. in a chicken 
that was already of good size. In addi- 
tion to soft food. many fatteners’ recom- 
mend and use an evening last meal grain 
feed. For this purpose the best thing is 
probably good plump wheat boiled in 
water containing fat, and fed while 
warm.

- Sine pees 
of fifteen species of birds were recorded 
in the first instance; the second series 
contains the songs of twenty-one different 
birds recorded separately, while the voices 
of fully three dozen kinds of birds can be 
heard at one poin’.or another when the 
records are being played. The majority 
of the songs recorded may be heard in 
Ireland under natura] conditions and can 
be identified from the records, In the 
case Of birds such as the wood-lark, which 
seems to have become extinct, the wood. 
warbler and redstart, so rarely met with 
in Ireland, and the tree-pipit, whose song 
is only once or twice said to have been 
heard in Ireland, the records afford Irish 
bird-lovers a unique opportunity for 
making themselves acquainted with the 
songs of four birds whose voices are often 
the first indication of their presence. 
Among other songs wonderfully repro. 
duced in this series are those of the sky- 
lark, garden warbler, missel thrush and 
nightjar, the notes of the crow, rook 
jackdaw, magpie and jay, and the 
call of the. curlew. These, as well. as 
some from the first series, were heard 
by members bf the Royal Dublin 
Society and their friends who attended 
Captain Oliver Pike’s lecture a few days 
ago. Captain Oliver Pike, from whose 
photographs ‘the book is principally 
illustrated, Mr. E. M. Nicholson and Mr, 
H. F. Witherby rendered valuable help 
in eae the records; but on the 
technical side Mr, Ludwig Koch is again 
responsible for the successful reproduction 
of the songs.

Mr. Koch explains exactly how the 
songs we. got and the many difficulties 
that had to be overcome, Not only was it 
necessury to pick out a good singer, but, 
having done so, the desired result could 
not be-obtained unless the song could be 
recorded free from outside interferences. 
These interferences were often unsur- 
mountable, and Jed to disappointments 
and delays. Other birds singing at the 
same time would prevent the making of a 
satistuctory record of an individual song. 
Outside noises, some produced at consider- 
able distances from the microphones, such 
as trains, motor cars and aeroplanes in 
motion, or the sound of rain falling and 
leaves rustling, would hold up the record- 
ing of the - bites 

Of all the enemies of open-air record- 
ing it is evident from what Mr. Koch says 
that wind is enemy No. 1. He goes so far 
as to.say that it is quite impossible 
entirely to avoid wind noises in outdoor

A British ship, the Stirling Castle, was 
wrecked ; the captain was murdered by the 
aborigines, and his wife captured and 
carried off to the mountains, Graham's 
petition for pardon after effecting the 
rescue of the woman and three others, 
presented in plain and unassuming words, 
was an appeal that only a Nero-like ad- 
ministration could resist. It secured him 
his ticket-of-leave and a £10 cheque to 
begin life with. But, considering all the 
happy events that his heroism led to, it 
was a scant reward; for the lady whom 
he saved became the wife of the captain, 
whose ship brought her home to England.

There 
was no goose-stepping in the streeis of 
Munich. Yet it is fairly safe to say that 
the Hitler-Halifax conversations in Haus 
Wachenfeld were vastly more important 
than all the flowery speeches that were 
called forth by Signor Mussolini's recent 
visit. 

Nobody will be more anxious to learn 
the results of Herr Hitler’s téte-a-téte 
with Lord Halifax than the Fascist 
leader, because it is quite possible that 
the fate of the much belauded Rome-Berlin 
axis may be at stake. There never was 
any love lost between the Germans .and 


been hostility between the two races, and 
up to a couple of years ago it was very 
strongly marked. At the time of the 
Dollfuss murder, when Signor Mussolini 
sent his legions to the Brenner, Germany 
and Italy were on the verge of war. Even 
to-day, although officially the Rome- 
Berlin axis is one of the governing factors 
in European affairs, the conduct of the 
Italians in the South Tyrol is resented 
bitterly throughout the Reich. We are 
convinced that Signor Mussolini’s spec- 
tacular reception in Germany was intended 
mainly to impress the British; and, 
apparently, it has succeeded. Herr Hitler, 
from the very outset of his career, has 
been eager to make friends with Great 
Britain, realising that Hohenzollern Ger- 
many went to its doom largely because 
Kaiser Wilhelm, who hated his “ Uncle 
Bertie,” persistently antagonised King 
Edward VIL, and drove Great Britain 
into the arms of France. He recognises 
that, if Britain had not been on the 
side of the Allies in the World War, a 
German victory .would have been certain, 
and, for that reason, is determined that 
the same mistake shall not recur. He 
does not care two pins about Signor 
Mussolini. He does care a great deal 
about the future of Austria, and, if he 
could make a bargain with the British, 
would snap the Rome-Berlin axis in two 
with the utmost joy. In this attitude 
Herr Hitler is supported vigorously by 
General Goering, whose admiration for 
the British Empire is notorious ; and there 
is very little doubt that the great mass 
of the German people would welcome an 
Anglo-German reconciliation. It is too 
soon yet to discuss even the possibilities 
of such a rapprochement. There are a 
thousand obstacles in the way. There are 
prejudices on both sides, there are differ- 
ences of all kinds, and, above all, there 
is an ideological barrier between the two 
nations. Nevertheless, it is quite certain 
that Herr Hitler is genuinely anxidus to 
come to terms with Great Britain, and 
that he would be willing to make real 
sacrifices in the cause of Anglo-German 
friendship. 

What are the outstanding problems, 
“interesting Germany and Great Britain,” 
which were discussed yesterday at Ober- 
salzberg? It would be difficult to think 
of any international problem to which 
either of the two nations is indifferent ; 
but there are two major issues which, we 
presume, dominated the Hitler-Halifax 
conversations. One is the problem of 
Germany's former colonies; the other is 
the problem of Spain. Nobody who has 
any knowledge of the subject believes that 
the restoration of Germany's colonies, in 
whole or in part, would make much differ- 
ence to her economic situation. Likewise 
nobody believes that it would affect the 
economic interests of the mandatory 
Powers to any appreciable extent. From

“The pro- 
ceedings eventually broke down—it was 
manifestly futile, indeed, to carry on— 
and the committee reported back to the 
Dáil. On Wednesday Mr. de Valera 
announced its failure to agree; and the 
net result, we gather, is that the Govern- 


ment will set about the task of preparing | 


a new scheme for the election of a Second 
Chamber. The whole affair throws a some- 
what curious light upon Mr. de Valera’s 
conception of democracy. He acted well 
and constitutionally when, in deference to 
strong arguments, he consented to the 
establishment. of a committee, but he is 
not prepared to accept its findings if he 
fears that his party’s strength in the 
Senate will be weakened thereby. The 
same man who abolished the old Senate 
on the ground that it reflected too con- 
sistently the views of one party now insists 
that its successor, with equal fidelity, shall 
reflect the views of another. Such conduct 
is a parody of democracy, and cannot fail 
to raise doubts concerning the purity of 
Mr. de Valera’s democratic faith. We 
had hoped that the principles, so loftily 
stated in the Constitution, would mould 
the Saorstdt’s political life; but who now 
can be certain that a sincere effort will 
be made to keep the new President of 
Ireland “ outside and above politics,” or 
even to maintain the democratic safe- 
guards of the Constitution? Is it essential 
that Fianna Fáil shall possess an absolute 
majority in the new Senate—that the 
Second Chamber shall be a powerless 
imitation of the Lower? Mr. de Valera 
certainly must be feeling alarm for his 
prospects of remaining in power if, for 
the sake of an additional’ buttress in 
Parliament, he finds himself obliged to 


commit so grave a breach of democratic 
ethics, 


England’s Health 


The centenary of the State registration 
of births and deaths has been used by 
the Chief Medical Officer of the British 
Ministry of Health as the occasion for a 
short survey of the progress that has been 
made in the national health, and in 
medicine generally, during the hundred 
years between 1836 and 1936. The progress 
is rematkable. In probably no other 
aspect of life, with the possible exception 
of transport and communications; could 
such sweeping changes, accepted so com- 
pletely by the public, be chronicled. The 
report has its literary flavour, inasmuch 
as it shows the part played by novelists 
in the education of the public and in 
stimulating voters. Bob Sawyer, Betsy 
Prig and Sairey Gamp have played their 
parts in the educational scheme; and 
those who sigh for the past might turn to 
“The Pickwick Papers’? or ‘‘ Martin 
Chuzzlewit ” for a chastening influence. It 
is noted in the report that many of the 
main problems of public health which 
cried out for solution a century ago no 
longer need to be reckoned with: there 
were 5,811 deaths from smallpox in 1837, 
but none in 1936. It is remarked, also, 
that methods of assessment have changed 
so much that diseases which came under 
some wide classification a century ago are 
now attributed to more specific causes. 
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t or the health of Stojan Strub- 
levich’s twenty-second child; but it so 
happened. that Novo Selo housed a man 
of independent character. His fellow- 
villagers might yawn as a partially-grown 
fir tree passed through the air above the 
town; but Milo Petrovich would become 
interested, and jump up and down on one 
leg, crying: “ See, a fir tree passes o er 
our hamlet.’’

The diplomatic 
world here is greatly interested in the pro- 
ceedings, but attaches no undue import- 
ance to them, recognising that the British 
Government speaks the truth when it 
states that the talks are quite informal 
and unofficial. 


Pact with the U.S.A. 


The provisions of the United States 
Trade A ment Act having been com- 
plied with, informal conversations regard- 
ing the Anglo-American trade pact. will in 
due pons, 8 followed by formal negotia- 
tions, but there are various formalities 
laid down in the Act, which necessitate the 
lapse of a period of fifteen weeks before 
the negotiations may be started. For four 
weeks after the first announcement, which 
has now been made, industries likely to be 
affected by the agreement are entitled to 
make proposals, and at the end of that 
time an official announcement must be 
made detailing the list of goods upon which 
there may be tariff changes. Provision is 
made for the hearing of objections to the 
changes, and the time allowed for these 
brings the period between yesterday’s 
announcement and the actual negotiations 
up to fifteen weeks, so that formal discus- 
sions may opened at the end of 
February. 9 


The Dominions to Join 


The Dominions will quickly come into 
line with the country in connection with 
the Anglo-American trade pact negotia- 
tions, Australia and Canada announcing 
that they will enter into negotiations im- 
mediately, while South Africa and New 
Zealand are expected to follow shortly. 
Mr. Joseph Lyons, the Australian Premier, 
stated in Canberra to-day that the Cabinet 
will consider preliminary trade talks at an 
early date, while the Melbourne Herald, 
in a leading article, says: “ The British 
and American democracies ‘have the 
strongest reasons for closer unity.” 

As Canada’s present trade agreement 
with the United States expires next year, 
negotiations for a renewal will be closely 
allied to those to take place between 
Britain and the United States. The 
| American Journal of Commerce points out 
| to-day that the following classes of British 
mi are likely to benefit from tariff re- 

uctions—high-grade cotton and rayon 
textiles, cutlery, straw hats, Nottingham 
lace, briar pipes, shirts, linen handker- 
chiefs, with the more expensive woollens 
and fine leather goods, including shoes, 
while the newspaper adds that the United 
States will press particularly for conces- 
sions in farm products, especially wheat. 


King Leopold Departs 


The departure of King Leopold from 
Victoria to-day was in distinct contrast 
to his arrival, there being nothing beyond 
the red-carpeted platform to mark. the 
occasion. The King, who saw him off, was 
in morning dress, and there were few dis- 
tinguished people present. The Baron de 
Cartier de Marchienne, the Belgian Am- 
bassador, first presented several members 
of the Belgian colony to King Leopold, 
who also inspected a long line of Belgian 
ex-Service men, and then the farewells 
were quickly taken. King Leopold, enter- 
ing the Royal saloon, stood smiling and 
waving his hand to the King as the train 
left. King Leopold was accompanied by 
M. Paule Emile Janson, Belgian 
Minister of State, who was summoned to 
London yesterday, and M. Spaak, the 
Belgian Foreign Minister. Directly on 
his arrival in Brussels King Leopold is 
to resume his task of Cabinet-making, and 
it was reported this morning that M.

Any fire-fighting organisa- 
tion is almost useless without water, and 
this matter has been considered by the 
Metropolitan Water Board, which has 
drawn up its own scheme of precautions, 
and appointed an officer to supervise it. 
Money is needed, however, to c out 
any pian to the full, and it is hoped that 
the Government will make a grant.

It says: “ The 
Fuehrer and Reichschancellor received to- 
day at the Obersalzberg in company with 
the Foreign Minister the Lord President 
of the Council of England, Viscount 
Halifax, and had a long conversation over 
international problems interesting Ger- 
many and Great Britain.’’.

Lord Halifax afterwards left for 
Berchtesgaden, Herr Hitler conducting 
him to the thotor car waiting outside his 
residence, and he and Baron von Neurath 
boarded their train at Berchtesgaden, 
which reached Munich at 5.55 p.m 


AT NAZI HEADQUARTERS 


At Munich Lord Halifax, accompanied 
by Baron von Neurath, the .‘erman 
Foreign Minister, went straight to hif 
hotel, but left shortly afterwards with 
Myr. Kirkpatrick, of the British Embassy, 
and Dr. Schmidt, the German Foreign 
Officer interpreter, for the Brown House, 
the headquarters of the Nazi Party in 
Germany. 

After inspecting the administrative 
buildings, Lord Halifax visited the 
Temple of Honour for the sixteen men 
killed in the November ‘ Putsch’’ of 
1923, and returned to his hotel, where 
he dined privately before leaving for 
Berlin.

Tas of the seventeen men who

THIRD ATTEMPT 


Sir Malcolm Campbell held the previous 
record with SLATE ta. -h. : 

Eyston’s average s for the two runs 
over the mile was 511.42 m.p.h., beating 
Campbell’s 301.1292 m.p.h. 

It is the speed over the kilometre that 
will stand as the world record, it being 
better than that over the mile. Eyston 
has thus achieved his ambition at the 
third attempt. The other two were spoilt 
by clutch trouble. 

Eyston was only just in time. The 
weather was overcast and threatened to 
break up. Further delay might have 
meant that he would have had to postpone 
his attempt for the season. How he had 
to take his hand off the wheel to adjust 
his goggles while travelling at over 300 
miles an hour was rela by Captain 
Eyston after the run. 


“TERRIBLY PLEASED ” 


“ My goggles began fluttering badly just 
before I reached the measured mile,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ and I had to lift one hand from 
the wheel to push them securely against 
my face and keep them from flying off. 

“ Actually I did not realise that I had 
travelled so fast. Of course, I am terribly 
pleased with it all. It was a hell of a 
run, and I do not mean that profanely.” 

Eyston continued: “ My clutches, which 
caused :.ll the previous trouble, performed 
perfectly. In the clutches as originally 
designed there were friction plates in front 
and positive gears behind. The gears 
jumped at very high speed and tore out. 
The new clutches contain two sets of 
friction discs, but no positive gears.’’ 


TRIBUTE TO MECHANICS 


Eyston added that he hoped to ae 
Thunderbolt back to Utah after he h 
worked out someimprovements. He intends 
to spen@ some time in Salt Lake City and 
Los Angeles before returning to New York 
and England. 

In paying a tribute to his nine British 
mechanics Teton said: “I really had 
very little to do with getting the record ; 
about all I did was to drive. My boys 
did the important work in getting the car 
into shape. The success is all due to my 
boys.’’ 

Captain Eyston has been a popular 
figure here. ‘‘ Never has any of us en- 
countered a man who has been a finer 
sportsman in face of so many difficulties,’’ 
said Mr. A. C. Pillsbury, the American 
Automobile Association official in charge 
of the run. 


NOT A HITCH 


One of the first to congratulate Eyston 
was his great rival, Ab Jenkins, holder 
of the world’s 24-hour record. ‘‘I am 
sincerely glad you have got it,” he said. 
“Tt was a genuine thrill for me to watch 
you skim by so smoothly and so fast.’’ 

Visibility was poor, but the course was 
in good condition, better than for the pre- 
vious runs, LEyston did. not waste any 
time im starting. Within two minutes of 
the engines being started again after he 
had returned from a run over the course to 
test the timing apparatus, he was off on 
the record attempt. 

There was no hitch, and after a change 
of tyres he prepared for the return run. 
It was evident that he planned to go flat 
out, because he sent word along to move 
photographers farther away from the 
track. 


THE THUNDERBOLT 


Unlike Sir Malcolm Campbell’s Blue 
Bird, which was powered by a single 
Napier Rolls Royce aero engine, ig ea 
Eyston’s Thunderbolt has two Rolls Royce 
engines, each capable of developing 
upwards of 2,360 horsepower. It is 
thirty-six feet long, weighs seven.tons, and 
has been called the largest racing car in 
the world. Four of its-eight wheels are 
used for steering. , 

The new records were established on the 
famous white “Sal Duro ” salt bed, 
named the Bonneville Flats. This, of 
course, lies at the foot of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, a hundred miles from Salt Lake 
City, Utah. Four thousand feet above 
sea level, it is one vast desert, usually 
entirely uninhabited, and the organisation 
of water, petrol, food and other — 
for the party of mechanics and officials 
nece for an attempt of this nature is 
not the least of the difficulties to be over- 
come.

The Times to-day, in concluding a lead- 
ing article on the meeting of the Church 
Assembly, says:—Having discussed legis- 
lative and administrative matters for four 
days, the Assembly turned if the short 
time remaining to a religious topic—the 
furtherance of the recall issued by the 
Primate nearly a year ago. Its results 
have not been sensational or spectacular. 
It was not expected or wished that they 
should be. Again, the character of the 
recall was misunderstood by those who 
imagine its chief end to be an immediate 
increase in Church attendance. That it 
already has had considerable influence of 
this kind is evident, but the real begin- 
ning of a return to religion is not to be 
measured by statistics. It hes in increased 
thoughtfulness, and in increased desire to 
learn about Christianity. 

Of these there has already been welcome 
evidence. The remarkable attitude of the 
whole Empire towards the Coronation, and 
the deep appreciation of its religious 
significance, supplied one instance. As the 
Archbishop has insisted more than once, 
the recall was not planned as a special 
effort limited to the Coronation year. This 
supplied no more than an appropriate 
opportunity for its beginning ; its develop- 
ment must be carried far into the future. 
In quiet, but persistent, ways the work 
is steadily going forward, as was shown 
both by Dr. Lang himself and by the 
Bishop of Leicester, who is Chairman of 
the Evangelistic Council. 

One speaker remarked, doubtless with 
truth, on the special difficulty of making 
the recall effective in small country 
parishes, where at present the clergy are 
working in circumstances of great dis- 
couragement, and the newly inhabited 
areas need far more religious workers than 
they possess, Yet the discussion showed a 
spirit of confidence, while at the end of 
the week it came as welcome evidence that 
the Assembly is not wholiy preoccupied 
by ecclesiastical regulations and politics, 
but rightly cares most for the things of 
the ES. and the progress of the Kingdom 
of God.

‘According to Ce Soir, the arms seized 
in the South of France and in Northern 
Africa were of Italian origin. When they 
were not Italian, the newspaper adds, they 
came from Turingia and were introduced 
into the country by Antwerp and the 
northern frontier of France. The “real 
facts revealed by the latest investigations ”” 
of the paper say: ‘‘ There existed in all 
large towns in France, and particularly in 
well-chosen smaller ones, headquarters 
joined up to each other by wireless instal- 
lations. Find these secret wireless stations 
and you have almost automatically dis- 
covered the mustering points prepared for 
the contemplated coup d’état.”’ 


“TERRIBLE GRAVITY” 


M. Chautemps, the French Premier, 
referred in the Chamber this afternoon to 
what is now known as the Cagoulard move- 
ment. Cases too numérous to mention, he 
said, showed that France was harbourin 
undesirable individuals. “ The sum o 
money involved, and the origin of the 
arms,’’ he added, “ prompt me to say that 
the case reserves some painful surprises of 
terrible gravity.’ 

M. Chautemps assured the Chamber that 
energetic measures would be taken, and 
every effort made to capture all the 
criminals. The Government, he concluded, 
would shortly ask Parliament for new 
legislative weapons to strengthen the 
Government’s action.

The Managing Director of the Saorstat 
alcoho] factories states that the Cooley 
Alcohol Factory has been working during the 
past fortmight, and will be again in full 
operation by Monday next, potatoes being 
now brought in regularly in sufficient quanti- 
ties to keep the factory going. 

Farmers in the areas of the four other 
factories, for the time being, seem to be too 
much interested in the open market to pay 
any noticeable attention to the alcoho] fac- 
tory as an outlet for their potatoes. Not 
two per cent. of them have so far replied 
to the management’s repeated request to 
state the quantities of potatoes now available 
for delivery to the factories. 

Consequently, the starting-up of the 
Labbadish Factory, which was scheduled for 
the 25rd of this month, has been postponed 
till the Wth of this month, and this implies 
that the three last factories will be started 
up at least one week later than was anti- 
cipated. 

Of course there ig no reason to prepare the 
starting-up of any of these factories unless 
the farmers make it quite plain that from a 
certain date a fairly constant flow of .from 
40 to 50 tons of potatoes per day per factor 
can be expected for a reasonably long period.
